Senor Limantour declared the state- 
ment that he was the bearer of condi- 
tions for the establishment of peace, 
placed in his hands by the Maderos in 
New York, was aw absurdity. 

“With bad grace.could I be the bearer 
of such a paper, when publicly I have 
declared that the government could 
never enter into negotiations with indi- 
viduals in arms. A government should 
do that which a _ reasonable public 
opinion demands, but 
cannot, on pain of extinguishing itself, 
accede to the arméd pressure of a group 
of misguided sons of the country. They 
must lay down their arms if they wish 
to bring about the reforms that may be 
necessary. 

“We must place our confidence in the 
expert. helmsman who in the past has 
skilfully met the greatest dangers, and 
lend him all the aid of which we are 
capable, to the end that harmony may 
reign again among all Mexicans.” 


“Armed Truce” Proposed 


EL PASO, Tex.—“An armed fruce will 
be established in northern A sheep 
soon as developments in Mexico City 
warrant, and Francisco I, Madero, revolu- 
tionary president, will establish himself 
at a point in the field to be held neutral 
ground, there to receive any peace pro- 
posals that may come as a resut of 
the arrival in Mexico City of Jose Yves 
Limantour, minister of finance, who re- 
cently has been in conference with in- 
surrectto leaders in New York.” 

This is the substance of messages 
brought by courier from Madero, who is 
150 miles south of here in camp with 
1000 men. It is the first word direct 
from Madero since the beginning of the 
peace negotiations, which are supposed 
to have been under way in the United 
States for more than a week.

There is a unity of Meals not 
dependent upon social unity or inteliec- 
tual ambition or upon the same studies, 
or upon every man knowing every other 
man in his class,” declared President 
Emeritus Eliot in an address Monday 
hight to 2000 students in the Harvard 
Union. 

Dr. Eliot’s subject was “The Diversity 
and Unity of the Family, College and 
State.” | 

He showed that there is unity urder- 
lying all the institutions of the fam- 
ily, the college and the state, and that 
this unity of ideals is the same in _ 
ciple in all three. 

“We have had 100 years of democracy. 
No remnants of the feudal system re- 
main. We have no castes, no privileged 
classes, no inherited titles, yet nothwith- 
standing the uniformity of our demo- 
cratic institutions, no people exer ex- 
hibited such prodigious inequalities of 
poWer as in the United States,” said Dr. 
Eliot. 

“Instead of democracy tending to 
equality, it has tended the other way. 
The reason is that the essence of democ- 
racy is freedom of the development of 
the individual, such as no people in 
Europe have enjoyed. 

“The unity of the family is a com- 
munity of ideals. This is the only unity 
also in collegeyand state. Family con- 
tact produces the right standards of 
conduct, the ideals of family purity and 
honor. Upon this rests the family unity; 
it may be coupled with the utmost di- 
versity in individual members. 

“Let. ug turn to the college. I cannot 
imagine greater diversity that there is 
in Harvard College. It is not superficial; 
it is deep. It is shown in a variety of 
races, religions, households from richest 
tq poorest, the mental gifts and ambi- 
tions; they are all infinitely diverse.” 

Continuing his address he pointed out 
the unity of love of freedom in Harvard, 
and its unified purpose to serve man- 
kind. 

Dr. Eliot defined the sources of desira- 
ble unity in the state as education to 
the same few but powerful ideals; as 
love of*freedom and coriception of law.

The term Bectric vehicle” ‘is a syno- 
n¢¥m for success in the field of trans- 
portation, just as truly as the telephone 
and wireless in the. field of message 
transportation, says E. 8. Mansfield ia 
an article on {V('ommercial Electric Ve- 
hicles” in the current issue of the Cen- 
tral Station. The experimental stage of 
the electric vehicle has been long and 
tedious and filled with disappointments: 
to those who at various stages believed 
that the end had been accomplished; 
but now that the electric has been 
proven a success by undeniable figures 
the tinfe is ripe for the skeptic «cf the 
past to become convinced and join the 
front ranks in taking advantage of one 
of the most promising agents in modorn 
commercial Jife, 

In the city of Cleveland, with a pop- 
ulation of 560,000 on April 1, 1910, there 


; ‘ 1 
were 1006 electric pleasure vehicles and 


94 electric trucks, with 596 private and 
14 public chdrging stations. The ratio 
of electric to steam and gasoline cars 
was nearly one to four. ! 

In Greater Boston, with a population 
of approximately 1.000,000, on the same 
date there were 176 pleasure vehicles 
and 55 electric trucks, with some 30 or 
40 private and 25 public charging sta- 
tions, giving a ratio of electric to steam 
and gasoline of 1 to 26. 

Thus we see that our wes{ern sister 
has set us an example which we should 
make haste to follow. The only way in 
which a central station can~ build up 
the electric automobile business effi- 
ciently is to establish a competent auto- 
mobile department to educate the public 
in the possibilities of the electric vehicle 
when properly apphied and intelligently 
cared for. Until the public becomes 
automatically educated to the use and 
care of the battery, a system of educa- 
tion and inspection is essential to its 
efhiciency 

Under modern conditions the electric 
drive has many advantages over horse 
drawn vehicles, which increase its popu- 
larity. First among these is the. in- 
creased cost of maintainance:-of horse 
dvawn vehicles. The character. of 
modern pavements is more fitted for 
commercial trucks and less for the horse. 
A comparison between electric and gaso- 
line trucks is hard to draw, as their 
proper uses are quite dissimilar. 

In talking with a foreman of a public 
electric garage in New York city where 
78 electric trucks aré constantly cared 
for, he cited an instance of a 1000 pound 
wagon which during a period of four 
years had a repafr account amounting 
to exactly 30 cents, aside from the cost 
of a spring which was broken im passing, 
over a bad piece of road.

During 
the month of June they made a ‘total 
run of 42,000 miles with a current con- 
sumption of 22,000 kilowatt hours, show- 
ing an average of a little less than two 
miles a kilowatt hour. The vehicles ran 
from 27 to 50 miles on « single charge,

CENSUS STATEMENT 


WASHINGTON—Census Director Du- 
rand issued today the first official state- 
ment from the census -bureau relative 
to the agricultural statistics of the state 
of: Massachusetts, collected at the thir- 
eenth decennial United States census, 
April 15 last. 

It is based on a preliminary compara- 


tive summary submitted to the director |: 


by Dr. Le Grand Powers, chief statisti- 
ejan of the division of agriculture in the 
bureau of the census. This summary 
shows, for both the census of 1910 and 
that of 1900, the reported total value of 
farm land, buildings and implements and 
machinery; total acreage; improved acre- 
age, average acres per farm; average 
value per acre of farm land and build- 
ings; average value per acre of farm 
land alone, and the aggregate expendi- 
ture for labor and fertilizers. It also 
distributes the total number of farfhs 
according to color of farmer; specified 
character of tenures whether held free 
or mortgaged by owners; and by certain 
acreage groups. 

The statement shows in detail thai the 
pnumber of farms reported in_110 was 
36,512, as compared with 37, 715 in 1900, 
nu decrease of 1203 or 3 per cent.

HARRISBURG, Pa. — During 1910 
Pennsylvania produced 138,696,776 tons 
of bituminous coal, the second largest 
production of any year in the history of 
this state.

For some few years past common 
stockholders have felt that they should 
be entitled to some return from capital 
invested at the start, and yet there has 
been no such insistent demand for recog- 
nition as has characterized the attitude 
of common stockholders of the American 
Agricultural Chemical Company, for ex- 
ample. But the policy of the United 
States Envelope Company has been such 
as to make the inception of common div- 
idends still a matter of future concern. 

The origin of the company dates from 
1898. From the start it was successful, 
and from the first two years’ operations 
there was paid the full 7 per cent diyi- 
dend to which the preferred issue of 
$3,750,000 was entitled. From the year 
1900 there were allowed to actumulate 
dividends at the rate of 2 per cent per 
annum—5 per cent being the disburse- 
ment—so that when dividends were finally 
resumed at the regular 7 per cent rate 
in 1908 there had accrued an accumula- 
tion of 14% per cent. There have been 
three payments to apply on preferred 
dividends, as follows: 1% per cent, May 
10, 1909; 2 per cent, Nov. 10, 1909, and 
l per cent, Nov. 10, 1910, thus reducing 
the amount due to 92 per cent.

NEW YORK—Conditions in the rail- 
rroad equipment market remained about 
the same last week as for three weeks 
past. Through the placing of an order 
for 50 locomotives by Pere Marquette 
Saturday, the market for this type of 
equipment showed up Letter than that 
for cars. During the week orders were 
placed for 750 cars and underframes and 
57 locomotives, compared with 1380 cars 
and 4) engines the previous week and 
1207 cars and 36 locomotives two weeks 
ago. 

Only one inquiry of importance, that 
of Pittsburg & Lake Erie for 2000 cars, 
was made public, although several street 
railway systems came into the market 
for a total of 125 pay-as-you-enter cars. 
[t is reported that Chicago railways will 
issue specifications in the near future 
for 215 cars of this type, which are 
ip peeemning very popular. No new loco- 
motive specifications have been issued 
for several days. 

At present the roads are publicly in 
the market for approximately 6000 cars 
and 223 locomotives and the orders for 
large proportion of this equipment should 
be placed very soon. Equipment officials 
say they understand that several large 
railroad systems are preparing specifica- 
tions for several good-sized orders and 
these should be in the market by the 
time the present inquiries have been 
placed. Prices remain the same as they 
have been for some time. 

Equipment company plants are operat- 
ing at about the same percentage of ca- 
pacity, nearly 60 per cent, as they were 
a week ago, and the chances are that this 
ratio will not vary much for several 
weeks. 

Accessory supply concerns report an 
increase in repair and replacement work 
on car-wheel tires, brake shoes, couplers, 
ete. This is due to-the fact that the 
railroads generally begin about this time 
of the year to get their old equipment 
in shape to handle the increased tonnage 
which wiil begin to move around the 
middle of July. 

Officials of the various companies are 
more optimistic than they were, and pre- 
dict a genuine, though gradual improve- 
ment in the situation as the year pro-

it } THERE has heen given to the public within 
: the last two days what may,be termed a 
President tentative outline of President Taft's ‘forth- 
H ep coming message to Congress. Whether the 
Taft's Tariff message itself ‘will follow strictly the pro- 
| gram indicated’will be determined, no doubt, 
Program » very largely by the manner in which this 
- outline shall be received, especially by the 
| Democratic partys The executive can never 
go farther, of course, than simply to recotn- 
mend a course to Congress, unless, indeed, he is desirous of raising 
an issue with the legislative branch of the government; but in the 
semi-official statement of his views given to the press at Columbia, 
». C., with regard to the work of the special session, he plainly 
and frankly makes known his wishes. 

First of all, his desire is that the Canadian reciprocity agree- 
ment shall be approved. Next, he would have the permanent tariff 
board measure passed. Here he would like to have an adjourn- 
ment. It is intimated very positively in his behalf that he is in’ 
perfect agreement with those who believe that revision of certain 
schedules of the Payne-Aldrich tariff layw is called for, but that' in 
his opinion further tariff legislation should be postponed until ¢ar- 
ried on in the light of facts collected by the tariff board. Even 
the famous schedule K, which he is heartily in favor of completely 
overhauling, should, he thinks, be allowed to stand until, with other 
schedules, 1t can be handled intelligently. 

It is not easy to escape the conviction, from a reading ofthe 
President’s program, that he hopes to be able to prevent the Dem- 
ocrats from dealing with the tariff according to partizan methods. 
There are Democrats, as theré are Republicans, who believe with 
the President that it would be a good thing for the country if 
the tariff could be taken completely out of the domain of politics. 
But, on the other hand, it must be remembered that for the last 
ten or twelve years, or practically since the first McKinley admin- 
istration got fully under way, the Democratic party has been tell- 
ing the country what it would do in the matter of revising the 
tariff in the event of its return to power. In this particular it 1s 
bound by many promises, and by some that are very specific. To 
be sure, these promises were made by a political party in opposition, 
and if the Democrats should now elect to forget them they would 
not have to search far for precedents; but there are some influential 
men in the party who feel they owe it to themselves and to the 
‘country that an effort shall be made by the Democracy to carry 
out some of the tariff reforms to which it stands pledged. 

The Republicans might have set a good example for their 
opponents in this respect, but they failed to do so; rather did they 
cling to the old political methods of tariff revision up to the very 
last minutes of the last Congress. A Republican President is now 
asking the Democrats to do what his own party refused to do. In 
the semi-official statement referred to, we are told that President 
Taft “frankly expects the Democratic House and the nearly Dem- 
ocratic Senate in the Sixty-second Congress” to help him carry out 
his tariff-revision program. This is asking a great deal, but there 
is a likelihood that the Democrats will comply with the President’s 
wishes in preference to becoming involved themselves in a tariff 
tangle. They. are by no means at one with regard to some very 
important’ schedules. There are parts of the South where the 
demand for protection has greatly increased in recent years. Ala- 
bama is not settled in the opinion that its great iron and steel 
industries would thrive under a tariff for revenue only. Louisiana 
entertains serious doubts as to the wisdom of reducing the duty 
on sugar. Cotton interests of other southern states are not quite 
willing to go as far in the matter of tariff reduction as they were 
a few years ago. ) 

In a word, the Democratic party is no less divided than the 
‘Republican on many important points relating to the tariff, and 
some of the shrewdest men in the party would be very glad to 


unload the whole question upon the tariff board. Moreover, these ° 


men are in no sort of doubt as to the commercial sentiment of 
the country with relation to tariff tinkering. If their advice shall 
prevail it is probable that the coming session will do what is ten-

Ifit be true that President Diaz is at length 
impressed by the fact that the advance of ‘time and thought has 
necessitated radical changes in the system of his own creation and 
upbuilding, then the first and the longest step toward the pacifica- 
tion and future prosperity of- the republic has already been taken. 
A. few days may suffice td convince the insurrectos that the 
success of the cause in which they have enlisted is assured. A few 
days may convince the United States government that there is no 
longer occasion for anxiety concerning the internal affaits of the 
sister country. It may take a long time, however, to carry out- to 
their fulness the reforms which shall give future stability to the 
Mexican republic and lead to the advancement, comfort and hap- 
piness of its people; but if both are only moVing in the right direc- 
tion the time when they must attain to the place they ought to 
occupy in the world’s affairs cannot, at the worst, be far distant.

WHILE there is much in the ¢riticism | 
directed against Americans because of tlte 
haste with-which they apparently pursue 
everything—study, business, pleasure—yet 
there may be such a thing -as overdoing it; 
as, for example, when a foreign critic 
declares that Americans do not succeed along 
lines of discovery because they do not take 
the time requisite’ to proper investigation. 
Controverting this statement, Americans 
do succeed along lines of discovery, and the strange part otf 
it 1s that it is the great value they place on t#me—in the sense 
that they dislike very much to waste it—that has led them to invent 
some of the most useful things at present within the reach of human- 
ity—the telegraph, the sewing machine, the telephone, the type- 
writing machine, the harvester and binder, the phonograph, vulcan- 
ized rubber, the air brake, just to mention at random a few. 

It is hardly an exaggeration to say that during their very briet 
national history Americans have contributed as much as any other 
people to the sum of human knowledge. Whether they would have 
accomplished more by taking more time in theik investigations, *t 
is impossible to say. But there is this much to be advanced im 
defense of the haste with which they have thus tar pursued their 
various ends. They found everything in a pretty crude state around 
them when they entered upon their national existence. They were 
compelled to deal mostly with the raw material. They were a 
self-dependent as well as a self-reliant people. They were in great 
need of appliances, tools, the necessaries and the common comforts 
of life. They were forced to go ahead, to employ their own 
resources, to trust to their own genius. And they went at all this 
with a will. 

Possibly some day there will be less haste and more delibera-

tion in this country, and there 1s little doubt that this will mean 


the doing of many things better than they are done now.; Indeed, 
it is only reasonable to look for the yoming of this time. But it 
is only just to Americans to say, considering the pace at which the 
nation has traveletl since the close of the eighteenth century, the 
work that it was necessary to do and the nearness of the toes of 
one line to the heels of another in their grand march of progress 
across a continent, that they have done very well indeed.

THE announced plan of Henry M. Flagler to 
extend his Florida East Coast railway from 
Palatka to a point ‘fifty miles south is con- 
sonant with his long-cherished hope of con- 
necting large cities in the north directly by 
rail witht Rey West, and thence with Cuba 
by meats of acar ferry system. Next winter, 
it 18 expected, passengers will be able to board 
cars in. Chicago, Boston, New York or Phila- 
delphia and journey without a change to 
Havana. The fruition of this ‘project—as daring as it may be suc- 
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 cessful—doubtless would bring about an enormous increase in 


American trade with Cuba and assist wonderfully in the mdustrial 
growth of southern Florida* It was only last month that plans for 
the building of tsanspeninsular railroads in southern Florida: was 
exploited. ‘Fhese included the construction of a line from Tampa 
to Miami, where the East: Coast railroad touches on its way to 
Knight’s key; and at the same time an electric railroad was projected 
to run from Fort Myers to Puntarasa and across from Fort Myers 
south of Lake Okeechobee througly the Everglades to Palm beach. 
\ll these lines would help to attract more people into their territory. 

There is nothing visionary about the Flagler plans. Ample 
testimony has been given tn the past by this venerable railroad builder 
that he usually accomplishes what he sets om to do. Trafhe over 
the Florida East Coast railway has inefeased heavily in the last tew 
vears, owing partly to the rush of immigration into southern Florida. 
Land there has been acvertised all over the country by real estate 


dealers, and large parcels have changed hands. The fertile region 


around Lake Okeechobee and to the southwest 1s being opened up 
gradually, and villages are growiyg there. Factories will be erected 
soon, perhaps, and still more business created for railway lines that 
may pass that way. “By completing its line to Key West, the East 
Coast railway prepares for the increase in traffic that may be expected 
when southern Florida is more thickly settled. 

Probably the approach of the time when the Panama canal will 
be opened turnishes the more direct stimulus tor the building of this 
line to Key West. The location ot that port gives it some advantages 
over New Orleans, which lies hundreds of miles trom the Atlantic 
entrance to the gulf of Mexico. If adequate tacilities can be pro- 
vided for moving freight, Florida seems destined to share in the 
commerce now passing through New Orleans. As a distributing 
point for goods shipped through the canal or to and from Cuba, the 
port of Key West seems likely to become the most prominent factor 
in southern Florida's development, and an important link between 
the United States and its great isthmian waterway. 


WITH prospects of deposits amounting to $200,000,000 annually 
in American postal banks when they are established generally, 
pessimism regarding their ultimate success ought to make way 
easily for optimism.

MASSACHUSETTS seems to have adopted an 
excellent means to develop its farms, and 
adjoining states, no doubt, are beginning to 
reap benefits indirectly from the undertaking. 
That handsomely illustrated catalogue sent 
out by the state department of agriculture 
last summer still is drawing inquiries trom 
the West and the South, as well as the Fast, 
and the general interest seems even to have 
increased since the entire edition of 3500 
copies was exhausted. It can be truthfully asserted that the doc- 
ument has stirred enthusiasm enough to warrant crediting the state 
with advancing the sale of about $600,000 worth of property. Such 
figures adequately justify the new edition of the farm bulletin that 
is now being prepared. Judging ffom the success of the first of 
these catalogues, 10,000 copies ot the second edition may not be
